Executive  Committee  Meeting. 

On  January  21st,  in  the  office  of  the 
Association  in  Ealeigh,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee met.  Those  present  were  Chair- 
man N.  B.  Broughton,  Ealeigh,  Eresident 
Dr.  C.  M.  Eoole,  Salisbury,  Vice-Bresi- 
dents  Rev.  E.  H.  Flemming,  Burlington, 
and  Eev.  E.  B.  Hall,  Kinston,  Eev.  J. 
Walter  Long,  Concord,  J.  M.  Broughton, 
W.  J.  Young,  Sr.,  S.  M.  Smith,  of  Ra- 
leigh, Rev.  C.  Brown  Cox,  Burlington,  E. 
S.  Blair,  Guilford  College,  Thad.  Jones, 
Kenansville,  Eev.  Shuford  Eeeler,  J.  E. 
Mendenhall  and  Rev.  S.  M.  Rankin,  of 
Greensboro.  A  report  of  the  work  for  the 
past  nine  and  a  half  months  was  read  by 
the  office  Secretary. 

Rev.  J.  Walter  Long  offered  his  resig- 
nation as  General  Secretary  and  stated 
that  it  had  not  been  possible  for  him  to 
give  up  his  work  in  Concord  up  to  the 
present  time.      The  resignation  was  ac- 


cepted and  a  committee  of  three,  consisting 
of  Rev.  C.  Brown  Cox,  Rev.  S.  M.  Ran- 
kin and  Dr.  C.  M.  Eoole,  was  appointed  to 
find  and  recommend  a  suitable  man  for  the 
work.

7th,  before  the  first  session  of  the  Conven- 
tion, in  the  Christian  Church,  Burling- 
ton, at  which  time  it  is  hoped  every  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  will  be  present.
